If a condition of 
reasonable prosperity can de restored 
among the masses of the people there will 
be no 9 whatever about the condi- 
tion ‘of the Treasury. This present defi- 
g@iency results, in our opinion, from, the 
Much greater evil of the unsatisfactory 
condition of the people. An issue of bonds 
is doubtless a boon to that small class of

SUICIDE SUSPECTED. 


Note Left by Walter Clark Nichols 
Gives: Rise to the Report. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. II.—It is believed 
that Walter Clark Nichols, the brilliant 
young literary man of New York, who was 
found dead in bed in the St. James Hotel 


here yesterday, committed suicide, although 
no weapon or poison of any descripticn was 
found in his room. 

He had written three notes requesting that 
friends be notified of his death. One note 
read: Notify my father, S. E. Nichols, 
Buffalo Times, New York.’’ - Young Nichols 
confided to friends after his arrival in Den- 
ver his fear that his prospects in life had 
been blighted by his erratic conduct since 
the first of the year. His father, who is 
pension agent at Buffalo, N. Y., has tele- 
graphed that he will come on to take home 
his son’s corpse. 


VICTORY FOR INSURGENTS. 


Pitched Battle and the Capture of a 
Large Tewn Reported. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Jan. 11.—A story of a 
pitched battle between insurgents and 
Spanish regulars is afloat here. On Janu- 


ary 8, it is said, Collaso, leading the van- 
guard of Gomez's army, demanded the sur- 
render of Guirade Melena, a town of 8,000 
inhabitants, the third largest in Havana 
province. 

The town was garrisoned by 1,200 Spanish 
troops under Col. Gutierrez, who refused to 
surrender. Collaso, who had 1,000 men, en- 
tered the city and engaged the Spanish 
troops in the streets. Desperate fighting 
followed, resulting in heavy loss on each 
side. While the battle was raging, Gomez 
arrived with the main army, and the Span- 
iards took refuge in the cathedral. Gomez 
made repeated assaults on the building, los- 
ing many men and gaining no advantage. 
Finally, Gomez ordered fires kindled against 
the Goors and on the roof of the cathedral 
unless the Spaniards immediately surren- 
dered. 

Gutierrez, realizing that resistance meant 
cremation, agreed to surrender, and march- 
ed the remnant of his command out of the 
cathedral. Out of the 1,00 Spaniards 600 
were either killed or wounded. The insur- 
gent loss was 400. Gomez complimented 
Gutierrez on his bravery, and released, the 
Spaniards on parole. The city treasury was 
seized, and the insurgents obtained about 
36,000. The Cuban flag was raised over the 
— Hall amid the cheers of the inhabi- 

ants. 


CUBANS IN COSTA RICA. 


They Are Said to Be Threatening an 
Outbreak. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11—A special from 
Costa Rica’ says: The latest news from 


Cuba has so excited Cubans and their 
sympathizers here that there is danger of 
an outbreak. The stores of the Spanish 
merchants are guarded by the police. The 
Government has issued a stringent de- 
cree against disturbers of public order. 


Cable Service Interruption. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—A special from 
Colon says: The British section of the Isth- 
mian press, in commenting on the recent 
interruption of cable communication be- 
tween the West Indies and the United 
States, by way of Cuba, is of the opinion 
that its recurrence would endanger Great 
Britain’s West Indian possessions in the 
event of war being waged with America. 
The editors recommend that Great Britain 
subsidize the Bermuda and Halifax Co., 
which should extend its cable from Jam- 
aica. ; —
